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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. ^ 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of "comprises". Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of the 
invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification unless 
the title is provided in an application data sheet. The title of the invention should 
be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven 
words may not contain more than 500 characters.

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : See MPEP 
§310.

Where 
a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the 
claim should be separated by a line indentation.

Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 
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4. Claims 1-9 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 and claims 1-2 of U.S. Patent No. 7,261,301 and 
7,306,232, respectively in view of Geffroy (US. 3,831,952). 

Claims 1-4 and 6-9: 7,261,301 discloses piston ring as defined by claims but do not 
disclose ring groove to have slanted walls. Geffroy discloses piston ring groove having two 
parallel walls figures 1 and 3 and two slanted walls as defined in figure 2. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art at the time of the invention was made to have 
the walls of the groove of 7,261,301 to be slanted as taught by Geffroy to provide clearance 
(column 5, line 30 to column 6, line 25 of Geffroy). 

Claims 1-9: 7,306,232 disclose piston ring as defined by claims but do not disclose ring 
groove to have slanted walls. Geffroy discloses piston ring groove having two parallel walls 
figures 1 and 3 and two slanted walls as defined in figure 2. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skilled in the art at the time of the invention was made to have the walls of the 
groove of 7,306,232 to be slanted as taught by Geffroy to provide clearance (column 5, line 30 to 
column 6, line 25 of Geffroy). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 
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Applicant claims in the preamble "oil wiping ring ring groove arrangement", unclear how 
a ring groove arrangement have rings? It is understood that applicant is trying to claim a sealing 
arrangement having oil wiping ring and ring groove and the preamble should be changed 
accordingly. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1, 3, 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lipp 
(US. 4,362,136). 

Lipp clearly anticipates claims 1, 3, 4 and 8 (column 3, clearly discloses that a ring 
groove to have slanted walls and a ring placed in the groove that has a barrel shape). 

9. Claims 1, 3, 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sasaki 
(JP. 08 121 242 A). 

Sasaki clearly anticipates claims 1, 3, 4 and 8 (abstract and figures clearly discloses that a 
ring groove to have slanted walls and a ring placed in the groove that has a barrel shape). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lipp. 

Lipp discloses the claimed invention except for the angles alpha or beta being 93 to 98 
and 85 to 87, respectively. Discovering an optimum range of a result effective variable involves 
only routine skill in the art. In re Kulling, 895 F.2d 1 147, 14 USPQ 2d 1056. Without the 
showing of some unexpected result. Since applicant has not shown some unexpected result the 
inclusion of this limitation is considered to be a matter of choice in design. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have angles 
to be 93 to 98 and 85 to 87 as a matter of design choice. 

12. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sasaki. 

Sasaki discloses the claimed invention except for the angles alpha or beta being 93 to 98 
and 85 to 87, respectively. Discovering an optimum range of a result effective variable involves 
only routine skill in the art. In re Kulling, 895 F.2d 1 147, 14 USPQ 2d 1056. Without the 
showing of some unexpected result. Since applicant has not shown some unexpected result the 
inclusion of this limitation is considered to be a matter of choice in design. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have angles 
to be 93 to 98 and 85 to 87 as a matter of design choice. 

13. Claims 1, 3-6 and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Phillips (US. 2,938,758) in view of Geffroy (US. 3,381,952). 

Phillips discloses plurality of piston rings having barrel shape (figure 2), piston ring 
groove (groove holding the piston rings) and the piston rings are placed in the groove. The 
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groove having walls having flat surfaces (top and bottom walls of groove 3). Phillips discloses 
the invention substantially as claimed above but fails to disclose the groove having slanted walls. 
Geffroy discloses piston ring groove having two parallel walls figures 1 and 3 and two slanted 
walls as defined in figure 2. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art 
at the time of the invention was made to have the walls of the groove of Phillips to be slanted as 
taught by Geffroy to provide clearance (column 5, line 30 to column 6, line 25 of Geffroy). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

14. Claims 2 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

15. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
